The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  a  wide  range  of 
veterinary  activities.  These  activities  include  research 
and  regulatory  programs  concerned  with  the  production 
and  health  of  livestock  and  poultry.  Veterinarians  con- 
tribute significantly  to  the  health  and  economy  of  the 
Nation  by  controlling  diseases  of  livestock  and  poultry 
transmissible  to  man.  Veterinarians  assure  the  whole- 
someness  of  meat  and  poultry  products  available  to  con- 
sumers. The  Department  is  the  largest  single  employer  of 
veterinarians  in  the  United  States.  Veterinarians  have 
one  of  the  major  groups  of  professional  employees  of  the 
Department.  They  are  employed  at  about  1 ,000  locations 
throughout  the  United  States.

ANIMAL   HEALTH 

Diversified  programs  in  cooperation  with  States.  These 
programs  include  the  use  of  epidemiological  techniques 
such  as  studies  of  the  nature  of  diseases,  of  factors  re- 
sponsible for  their  perpetuation,  and  of  methods,  for  com- 
bating diseases.  Comprehensive  procedures  are  used 
for  the  control  and  eradication  of  communicable  animal 
diseases.  Included  also  is  a  program  to  protect  the  live- 
stock and  poultry  industries  from  diseases  of  foreign 
origin  and  to  promote  foreign  trade  by  assuring  that  only 
healthy  animals  are  exported.  The  activities  are  nation- 
wide and  are  administered  through  55  field  stations 
located  throughout  the  United  States;  about  830  veteri- 
narians are  employed. 


MEAT  AND   POULTRY   INSPECTION 

Programs  that  assure  consumers  of  the  wholesomeness, 
sanitary  processing,  and  truthful  labeling  of  meat  and 
poultry  products  and  convenience  foods  prepared  under 
Federal  supervision.  Veterinary  inspectors  utilize  their 
knowledge  of  pathology,  pharmacology,  and  bacteriology. 
Since  the  U.S.  is  a  iarge  importer  and  exporter  of  meat 
and  poultry,  veterinarians  also  evaluate  foreign  inspection 
programs  to  assure  comparability  with  U.S.  standards. 
About  1 ,450  veterinarians  are  employed  in  these  vital 
programs  in  about  2,600  slaughtering  and  processing 
plants  throughout  the  Nation.  Under  these  programs, 
veterinarians  supervise  a  protective  service  that  touches 
the  lives  of  almost  every  citizen,  every  day.
